LONDON, Ens.—He lias no place to lay bis head save the simple hill which 


he calls home. He has no clothes save a loin-cloth and a cloak of the simplest 
rough home-spun material. 


Hu might have had riches, but hi.s 


only possessions are a .spinning wheel 
and a simple bowl which contains his 
meal of cooked rice. 


He Is nothing to look at—a brown 


-sprite of a man, who has lost all hi.s 
teeth and rarely wears his dentures. 
On his nose is perched a pair of .steel- 
rimmed specs. 


He holds no. office, but he has mil- 


lions of followers. Hi.s voice is weak 
and 
he speaks in monotones, but 


thousands listen to him with rapt at- 
tention. Hi.s demeanor is modest, even 
humblci but, even proud British Vice- 
roys of India talk long hour:; with him. 
discussing the present and future of 
India. 


.Sees End Approaching 


For he is Mohandas Koramchand 


Gandhi, more familiarly 
known a.s 


Mahatma Gandhi, who enters the sev- 
entieth year of his life this month. And 
this (rail man has predicted that he 
will not live to sec many more birth- 
days. His words were: 


"My days arc numbered. I um un- 


likely to live longer than a year," 


He has already lived longer than 


most Hindus, despite the fact that he 
barely feeds hi.s body, despite the 
hardships of many jail sentences in- 
flicted upon IIHII by the British, de- 
spile many lout;, hard fasts that he hat, 
i;7iposed upon himself, 


When he passes off this earthly 


scene, India is not apt ever to see his 
like again. Son of a minor govern- 
ment official, and horn at I'orbandar 
October 2, 1809, he went 
to London, 


studied law and was called to the bar. 
He went professionally to South Africa 
in 1893, and while there soon found 
his life work. South Africa had im- 
migration laws which tended to re- 
strict Indians from entering the coun- 
try. They suffered 
from other re- 


strictions likewise. 


He was fined and imprisoned for hi.s 


work there. He has been fined and im- 
prisoned often for hi.s work in India. 
For in his home country he was one of 
the proponents of home rule for In- 
dia. 
He was one of the lending figures 


in tlic All India Congress of natives. 
He led a boycott of English goods and 
institutions.

Open the Mind and Let a Little Logic In 


American newspapers have had a good deal to say lately about the "be- 


trayal" of Czechoslovakia. England and France, so the story goes, have sold 
the little country down the river, and have cravenly made peace with HitU-r 
by ignoring their responsibilities. 


Well, this all may be true enough. The Czeclis have had a raw deal, and 


the big muscle-man of Europe is tiding high, wide and handsome. 


But it hardly becomes Americans to say loo much about it. 
Responsibilities in this^Cze.qh affair go back a long way—20 yqars or more, 


to the time when the nation was put together out of the wreckage of Aus- 
tria-Hungary. And it just happens that it was the United States that was 
largely responsible for it. 


The plan for a Czech nation was evolved in this country and was put 


over by President Wilson. The 'Czech constitution was framed in the United 
States. The League of Nations, devised to see that differences such as the one 
now raging between Czechoslovakia and Germany were settled peacefully, was 
rretty largely an American invention. 


. So if we are going to,do any talking about responsibility for what happens 


to the Czechs, we, can't escape taking a share of that responsibility ourselves. 


It is nearly. 20 years since we decided that we didn't want any of that re- 


sponsibility. We stayed, out of the League of Nations and refused "to ratify the 
Versailles treaty. Since then we have repeatedly insisted that we were going 
to follow a policy of isolation. 


Crtainly it is our privilege to act that way. Probably it is the wisest course 
we could follow. 


But we. ought to be consistent 


. We can't -logically blame, other .nations for making the same sort of cle- 


Cisipn'that we made.years ago, or for ducking a responsibility which we our- 
selves have ducked long since '" 


The trouble with us is that we want to haye it both ways. We want to 


stay out of trouble m Europe-and let's pray that we succeedJ-but we also 
want to hand out a lot of free advice to other nations on how they should act 


bucn a course doesn't make sense. Isolation implies indifference to whit i 


havens abroad. If we are going to stick to isolation as a policy, we might i 
well start cult.vatmg an attitude of indifference. For if Europe's quarrels are 
about ° O U r C0ncern-we11' *«> there isn't any logic in getting concerned '

- Officials of the Food and Drug Ad- 
,ministratbn who are responsble for the 
enforcement of the new. Eood, Drug 
and; Cosmetic Act are convinced that 
.the public has much more protection 
under these ne wregulations than un- 
der previous laws. 
- There are some additional regula- 
tions which are o£ Importance to the 
public and whch have not been men- 
tioned in the general considerations 
already published. 
.The' new law prohibits the addi- 
tion of poison to food except where 
such addition is required in the pro- 
fluction of the food and cannot be 
avoided by any. good manufacturing 
process. In such 'instances the ad- 
ministration may authorize the addi- 
tion of certain definite amounts of 
such substances, limiting the' amount 
.to a p'oiht at which protection of the 
public itself will be assured. 


For example, it may be necessary to 


spray fruits and vegetables in order to 
keep, off destructive parasites. It may 
be ne.cessary to add preservatives to 
certain syrups or canned goods, cat- 
sups -or sauces. 


The new law forbids traffic in can- 


die which contain metallic trinkets or 
other inedible substances. 
- Whenever artificial coloring, artifi- 
cial flavoring, or chemical preserva- 
tives are added to foods, the amounts 
must e declared on the label, except 
that butter, cheese, and ice cream are 
no compelled to carry any statement 
about artificial coloring. 
, The new law requires that sub- 
stances sold as antiseptics actually be 
capable of destroying germs. 


It does not permit the use of con- 


tainers for foods, drugs, and cosmetics 
when these containers may render the 
ccinteiits injurious to health, 


It prohibits the sale of foods, drugs, 


What you can't see is the little island 
slowly building up under the rough 
waters: the island that will emerge 
some day. the reael fellow after all.

pared or handled under

Moreover, the new law prohibits 


slack, filling of containers or the use 
of deceptive containers. 


Remember that most of the provis- 


ions of the law do not become effective 
for one year; because of the menaces 
to life and health indicated by% recent 
events, certain prohibitions have be- 
come immediately effective.

prophets, who so strongly denounccc 
the worship of idols. Deeper dowr 
was the fact that idolatrous worshi] 
was associated with immoral and cor- 
rupt practices. The opposition to idol- 
atry was social as well as religious 
The leaders of Israel did not wish to 
see the people corrupted by material 
ism and false ideals. 


There are those who make mud 


of the fact that the religion of Israe 
was centered around the worsliip of 
tribal God.

grandfather S3.000.000 in cash, and ac- 
cured which may amount to S90.000.0W. 
That day he will also begin to receive 
the annual income from the estate, 
around $20.000,000. 


Five years later Field will inherit 


the entire estate, conservatively es- 
timated at 3200.000,000. 
He will then 


hold ix!rhaps the largest personal c\s- 
tete in the country. 


Marshcll Field, founder of the Ch- 


icago department store bearing his 
name, died in 1906. Th estate was left 
in an elaborate trust which immo- 
bilized by law. 
In 1920, Marshall 


Field III tried to break the will, argu- 
ing that it was contrary to public in- 
terest to tie up so large a fortune. 
The courts refused to break the will 
and the million dollars the lawers 
dragged down never dented it.

Fifteen huge corporations, bank- 
ing and industrial,, carried the Field 
name on their boards of directors by 
1933. 


Yet in the 1936 presidential cam- 


paign, Marshall Field III was the big- 
gest name affixed to an endorsement 
of President Roosevelt drawn up by 
30 business and professional leaders 
and made public by Francis Biddlc, 
former chairman of the NLRB. Last 
year became a trustee of the Univers- 
ity of Chicago.
